The increasing price of |average shelf life of a text- 
textbooks poses a real barrier] book has decreased from five 


to higher education access. 
Statistics show that for every 
$150 in tuition and fee in- 
creases, one percent of stu- 
dents are forced to drop-out 
due to costs. With the aver- 
age student spending one 
thousand dollars each aca- 
demic year on textbooks 
alone, more students are 
finding it difficult to pay for 
any education. 

Textbook prices have 
risen at five times the rate of 
inflation over the last four 
years. At the same time, the 


The release of 
new editions means that stu- 
dents cannot find used text- 
books or sell their old books 
back to the campus book- 
stores to help decrease the 
rising costs. In October, Ore- 
gon Student Association 
joined the Cheaper Textbook 
Campaign, led by Oregon 
Student Public Interest Re- 
search Group, to work on 
keeping textbooks affordable 
for students. 

The campaign set up a 
website for Oregon students

to buy, sell, or swap used 
books, including older edi- 
tions. The campaign is also 
working with professors and 
textbook publishers on text- 
book pricing practices. Many 
professors are agreeing to al- 
low students to use older edi- 
tions, making it easier for 
students to buy used books 
from their peers.
